DETAILED ACTION 

1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in this 
application because reference numbers 12, 16, 18, 20, 22, 24 and 28 are used to show two 
different elements in the figures (for example in Figure 1 reference 12 refers to the "feed 
mechanism" yet in Figure 9 reference 12 appears to represent "incendiary"). Applicant is advised 
to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record docs not anticipate or fairly suggest the combination of the claimed apparatus or method 
for initiating and dispensing an incendiary from a line of series connected incendiaries, the 
apparatus comprising a freed mechanism for advancing a line of series connected incendiaries, 
an injection device for injecting a substance into the incendiary as the incendiary is advanced, the 
substance reacting exothermically with another substance in the incendiary and a cutter for 
cutting the incendiary from the line of connected incendiary.
